The St. Lawrence continues to be 
the chief artery of our commerce, the 
total trade via that route in the fiscal 
year 1907 being $114,233,352. 

On the other hand, we were depen- 
dent upon the United States for com 
munication withoforeign traders to a 
value of $56,125,881, For instance, 
we imported $9,314,536 worth of Bri- 
fish goods to the States, and of our 
exports to the mother country no less 


than $16,839,227 worth went thither 
via United States ports All our 
imports from Australia came direct t 
Canadian ports, but of our exports 
thither no less than $1,143,968 out o 
a total of $1,984,552 went via the
